Applicants thank the Examiner for entry of the Examiner's amendment and the 
allowance of this Application. 

In a September 4, 2007 telephone interview between the undersigned and Examiner 
Chow, Examiner Chow agreed to make an Examiner's amendment to the claims. This 
Examiner's amendment is reflected in the Examiner's Amendment mailed September 20, 
2007. 

Applicants wish to comment on the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The Examinees amendment, discussed above, is not reflected in the statement of 
reasons for allowance; Applicants assume that the reasons for allowance includes and 
discusses the version of the claims as amended by the Examiner, rather than the version 
shown on page 3 of the Examiner's Notice of Allowability. 

The Examiner seems to equate Applicants' Figures 1-4 with the three allowed 
independent claims. However, Figures 1-4 arc merely embodiments of the inventions of the 
allowed claims. 

In the Notice of Allowance the Examiner gives specific reasons as to why independent 
claims 40, 49 and 54 are allowable; however some details of these reasons describe specific 
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embodiments- Other embodiments are also encompassed by the claims, and therefore these 
Examiner comments should not be considered to be limiting. 

Further, the language used by the Examiner to describe claim 40 on the first four lines 
of page 3 of the Notice of Allowance is unclear to Applicants. It is unclear as to whether the 
description in these four lines corresponds to an embodiment of claim 40.
